Effort to Draft Note That 
Will Placate America 
About Submarines and Still 
Allow Undersea Boats to 
Sink Ships. 


DIPLOMATIC EXCHANGES 
CONSTANTLY IN PROGRESS 


Germany May Propose to 
Insure Safety of American 
Travelers by Some Plan of 
Certifying- the Cargoes of 
Passenger Vessels. 


Berlfw, July 5.—(CVia London, July 
6, 2:50 m.)—It is learned that a 
preliminary exchange of views is 
proceeding between the United States 
and Germany regarding the nature of 
the forthcoming reply to the Ameri- 
can note respecting submarine war- 
fare and the Lusitania incident. 

This is responsible for delay in the 
delivery of the German note, trans- 
mission of which to the American 
government was expected today. 

Efforts of the diplomats on both 
sides are directed toward evolving, 
through an informal _ discussion, a 
formula for a note acceptable both to 
Germany and the United, and it is be- 
lieved the note when presented will 
have a reasonable chance of furnish- 
ing a basis for a satisfactory settle- 
ment of the submarine problem. 

In consonance with this plan, the 
German under-secretary for foreign 
affairs, Dr. Alfred Zimmerman, and 
the American ambassador, James W. 
Gerard, conferred Saturday whenthe 
mature of the draft of the note as 
elaborated in the German conferences 
was outlined to the ambassador and 
discussed from various angles. 

It is understood that Mr. Gerard hag 
informed the state department fully as 
to the outline of the note, and in- 
structions from the United States are 
awaited before further steps are 
taken. The greatest reserve is being 
maintained by both sides in the in- 
terval. 

Great Secrecy Observed. 

Officials of the German foreign 
office, who are the usual sources of 
hews on negotiations, have for sev- 
eral days denied themselves to Ameri- 
Can newspaper callers, to prevent the 
nature of the deliberations from leak- 
ing out, and althoukh the character 
of the German proposals at first 
considered is known with fair ac- 
curacy, the nature of the proposals 
in the draft under consideration on 
Saturday, which has received the em- 
peror’s approval, is being most care- 
fully guarded. There is reason to be- 
lieve, however, that these have in 
view the attainment of some means 
for ensuring the safety of Americans 
traveling on passenger ships, possibly 
by some plan of certifying the car- 
BOes of the vessels. 

Details of the plan present 
difficulties than the priniciple 
because the Germahs Wish to preserve 
aS great a freedom of action as possi- 
ble to interfere with Shipments of war 
Supplies to Great Britain. 

It is pointed out in certain quarters 
that the German government ani- 
mated by a sincere desire to go as far 
in providing for the safety at 
Americans traveling on “lawful occa- 
sions” consistent with military ne- 
cessities and the force of German pub- 
lic opinion. And this is a force that is 
Certain to be taken into account. 
Solution May Be Found. 
believed, however, that by the 
present plan of a preliminary inter- 
change of views a solution may be 
found which would go a long way to- 
ward meeting the American wishes. 

The term “passenger ships” used 
advisedly, for it appears to be no long- 
er a question of torpedoing American 
ships in the war It is pointed 
out that the American desires in this 
direction already have been met to the 
fullest degree as Germany is animated 
by the most sincere desire to avoid any 
attacks on American craft. 

It appears to be equally not a ques- 
tion, so far as Germany is concern‘ed, 
of abandoning the submarine warfare 
against hostile merchantmen general- 
ly, much as this might be desired by 
American opinion on humanitarian 
grounds. The recent successes of the 
German submarines against vessels of 
big tonnage and ‘great speed have aug- 
mented the desire of German public 
and press for a continuance of the cam- 
paign, the effectiveness of which isto 
longer questioned here, 

Much weight is laid, too, on the Ger- 
man contention that the submarine 
campaign against British commerce 
longer is a campaign against “helpless 
merchantmen.”’ 

It is contended further that so long 
eas Great Britain does not withdraw 
her instructions regarding attacks upon 
submarines it will be impossible for 
Germany to conduct her submarine 
campaign as considerately might be 
desired. 

HOPE FOR SOLUTION 
OF DIFFICULTIES. 

Washington, July 5.—Indications in 
official quarters tonight were thaf dif- 
ficulties between the United States and 
Germany over submarine warfare may 
be solved in informal diplomatic dis- 
cussions prior to. the final drafting of 
the German reply. 

The seriousness of the issue between 
the United States and Germany has so 
impressed officials in Berlin that they 
are undertaking to learn through Am- 
bassador Gerard informally exactly 
what modifications of the submarine 
campaign will satisfy the American de- 
mand for the protection of its rights, 
without reducing the effectiveness of 
the submarine as a weapon against 
Germany's enemies. 

Ambassador Gerard has had several 
conferences with high German  off- 
cials in which various suggestions have 
been made. The conference to which 
Berlin press dispatches referred as 
having taken place last Saturday had 
not been reported by Ambassador Ger- 
ard tonight. His last dispatches in- 
timated that the German reply would 
be delayed for several days, possibly a 
week. 

Reply May Be Satisfactory.

There will be scores of millions of 
dollars’ worth more grain raised in the 
south this yvear than ever before, mil- 
lions of dollars more of hay, of fodder 
crops, of poultry, of hogs, of sheep and 
of cattle m 

The south has broken records in va}- 
ues of its productions year after vear. 
but it seems.that at this writing, with 
its great staples of cotton, sugar. to- 
bacco, rice and corn and the other farm 
products we have enumerated above, 
that the south in 1915 will Surpass tin 
values of its agricultural products 
every record it has ever made. 


The portrayal is accurate. The south has 
made more grain, hay and food crops than 
ever before in its history, and therein is its 
measure of prosperity increased. 

But the States have still fallen 
short of the mark in the matter of diversif- 
cation and the production of foods. The 
evidence of it lies in the fact that, within 
themselves, they are not prepared to meet 
and contend with such another situation as 
confronted them last fall. 

A danger equally great with that which 
came suddenly upon them in the fall of 
1914 now faces the cotton states in England’s 
arbitrary action in blockading neutral Euro- 
pean ports against American cargoes. Un- 
less the Washington administration can dip- 
lomatically force England to lift this block- 
ade as to cotton within the next sixty days, 
the cotton situation, with prices at 6 to 7 
cents a pound when they should be 12 to 14 
cents, will be just as serious as it was ten 
months ago. 

The south has not prepared itself to hold 
the cotton crop. It has increased food pro- 
duction, but not yet to the point of home 
consumption, much less to that of having 
quantities for sale.” The 
shipments constitute a notable exception, 
indicating that some few sections at least 
have adopted the wise policy. But the bulk 
of the cotton-growing territory is still eling- 
ing too largely to the single crop idea; it 
must sell cotton for food. 

We are, it is true, growing toward the 
ideal condition in which we shall have ulti- 
mately food in plenty to live upon and to 
sell; but as long as we are compelled to 
buy these things with cotton, just so long 
will our chief crop remain at the 
mercy of men and events. It will continue 
to be the prey of wars and blockades and 
our own folly of overproduction. 

The south must grow cotton: it is its 
mission. But there is a sensible, reasonable 
method of doing it. If each farmer would 
first grow everything he needs for family 
and stock—a full year’s supply—he might 
then plant all the cotton he wished, for he 
would have no need to dump it upon any 
sort of a market. | 

The 1914 cotton crisis taught this lesson, 
but the majority have not heeded. Conse- 
quently, there is not a cotton state but now 
appeals urgently to Washington to get rid 
of the illegal British blockade. It should, 
in any event, be lifted, but under present 
circumstances it vital.

The assault brings up the question of the 
perennial crank, from which, apparently, no 
community is entirely safe. There is, of 
course, no way of dealing with the man who 
has not committed any overt act; and yet it 
seems, at times, there should be methods of 
preventing some of the mischief for which 
cranks are responsible. Open threat might 
be made the basis of watchful repression; 
and in the case of the mob, immediate dis- 
persal should take place before the danger 
point is reached. 

Persons who develop the tendencies of 
dangerous cranks might be kept under some 
New York city has a 
detective squad, for 
characters of life and 
property-destroying tendencies.
